W ith a name like The Lab SG, you will 
be forgiven for thinking it is a science 
institution. In truth, the place is a quirky 
shophouse cafe located just at the 
outskirts of touristy Arab Street. Owned by 
husband-and-wife team Luke and Ejan, The Lab SG offers 
delicious European fare amidst an industrial, laboratory- 
inspired setting. 

“I am a huge fan of Breaking Bad,” gushes Ejan, citing 
the American crime drama TV series as her inspiration for the 
cafe. “I really, really love the show.” And we have no reason 
to think otherwise. Their signature drink, an orange, lime 
and mint concoction served with a clinical syringe filled with 
blue curacao, is inspired and named after the show’s main 
protagonist, Heisenberg, a chemistry teacher who takes to 
selling the ‘blue stuff — that is, drugs — to support his family. 

The syringe — found in most of their iced drinks — isn’t 
the only reference to the series’ meth lab — converted from 
an old RV — that Heisenberg works in. “Experiments” are 
conducted on a daily basis in The Lab SG, where the cafe’s 
staff, designated “Scientists”, are given the everyday task of 
coming up with a drink mixture — tea fox — of fresh herbs, 
tea and fruits, flavours of which can range from the feel-good 
apple pie tea or the exotic masala chai with thyme. The 
cafe’s decor too, is lab-inspired with laboratory glassware, 
conical flasks, beakers, and test tubes taking up the space, 
while condiments such as sugar syrup are housed in dropper 
bottles and the like. 
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CLINK CLANK CLUNK 

Besides looking like the inside of a laboratory, the interiors 
also take on an industrial flair with wired lighting, textured 
cement finishes, a pipe art design hanging from the wall, and 
the dominance of darker hues and metal and wood elements. 
An original skylight near the counter area brightens the 
space considerably. 

The interiors were inspired by coffee shops in Melbourne. 
Despite the fact that Ejan and Luke have never set foot Down 
Under, the couple had been keeping track of Melbourne 
cafes via Pinterest and Instagram, and the two social media 
platforms became their main sources of design inspiration. 

Roping in a friend to help with the design 
conceptualisation, Luke and Ejan spent about a month 
and half doing up the cafe’s interior. They did up the walls, 
flooring and most of the furniture, including the cashier 
counter and tables, by themselves. The raw materials were 
gathered from building sites in Sungei Road and Defu Lane, 
where the group collected used 
pallets, an oil barrel, metal pipes, 
crates and even a wire bobbin. 

What ensued were a lot of hard 
work and many late nights. But 
Ejan says the result is what 
makes it all worth the while. “I feel 
proud of what we did. This isn’t 
something we’ve paid others to do 
for us; it’s something we can say 
we’ve done for ourselves.”

BITE INTO THIS 

Eood at The Lab SG is halal. Eorthe health-conscious, the cafe’s 
goal to serve healthy food should set your mind at ease. Nothing 
is deep fried, other than the sweet potato fries; everything else 
is either baked or grilled. But what is perhaps most notable 
about the menu here is that it is set to change every six to eight 
months, in line with the cafe’s creed for experimentation. 

Eor now, the cafe serves an Eastern European fare, which 
sees dishes like Russian Roulade (S$15.90) — a delicately 
arranged hand-rolled chicken fillet, served with a side of 
leek salad and potato mash. We’ve also tried their signature 
Heisenberger (S$12.90), complete with steak knife stabbed 
through the middle, and their A Bucket of Mussels Marinare 
(S$8.90), whose white cream marinade is absolutely to-die- 
for. Eor the thirsty, we recommend the Heisenberg (S$6) and 
iced Caramel Macchiato (from S$5.50), both of which come 
with the cheeky syringes. 

Act fast; because as we’ve said, the menu changes every 
once in a while. So the next time you drop by, you might be looking 
at a different menu influenced by a different continent altogether.

THE ROARING TWENTIES 

The 11 3 rooms at Jade exude a similar old-world 
eharm, The deeor was inspired from the works of 
1 920s Freneh Deeo furniture designer Emile-Jaeques 
Ruhimann, who was known for his exquisitely designed 
pieees that were often made in luxurious materials sueh 
as ebony amboyna and ivory, 

Although petite in size — this is, after all, New York — 
the rooms make up for it in opulenee, They feature rieh 
shades of erimson, royal blue and gold, and are elegantly 
furnished with Makassar ebony-aeeented desks, plush 
draperies, mirrored armoires and eushy ehairs, We see 
Art Deeo influenees everywhere, most partieularly in the 
design of the lamps and the geometrie motif headboards, 
Sliding eabinets, inset with a eireular pattern typieal of 


and hand serapped hardwood flooring. Lighting, like 
the rest of the hotel, is muted to adhere to the retro 
vibe, although dim skylights help to usher in a bit of 
the daylight. Like the lobby lounge, the briek walls and 
fireplaee reappear here to amp the level of eharm, 
but it is the blaek and white photographs taken by 
eelebrated photographer Fred MeDarrah that steal the 
show as they serve a striking eontrast to the riehly- 
eoloured, luxurious furnishings. 

The menu ehanges whether you are having 
breakfast, bruneh, luneh, dinner or ordering room 
serviee. The Duek Confit Sandwieh, stuffed with apples, 
horseradish ereme fraiehe, and purple mustard with 
shoestring fries on the side, would fare well for your 
noontime meal.

THROUGH THE GRAPEVINE 

The hotel's only in-house eatery. Grape 
& Vine, is named after a New York 
restaurant where the phrase ‘heard it through the 
grapevine' is rumoured — somewhat ironieally — to 
have first started. This night-to-day bistro and bar 
serves Ameriean fare amidst swanky deeor arranged in 
the manner of a Prohibition-era speakeasy. The spaee 
is deeked out in red high-baek banquettes, mirrored 
eolumns, intrieately designed wainseoting eeiling panels.

t is never an easy decision to go against the tide, 
particularly in the world of home interiors where 
decor trends are known to be accorded with the 
highest respect. But should it be done well with 
enough research and a good eye for design, the 
results are often stellar and a breath of fresh air 
amidst the uniformity of looks. 

For the homeowners of this small apartment 
in Punggol, bucking the trend was not something 
the thirty-something couple had decided from the 
onset. Kenneth and Rena had purchased their new 
flat fully intending to furnish it in the more popular 
interior styles of Scandinavian or industrial. But it 
took the daring vision and nostalgic sentimentality 
of their designer to convince them otherwise. 

Like the savvy homeowners of today, Kenneth 
and Rena had found Ginnie Urn of Versaform 
through an online forum. The designer details their 


first meeting: “They came in with a lot of ideas, 
but like many excited first-time homeowners, they 
wanted to include everything they liked, which 
made things confusing.” But the designer picked 
up on a few things which she thought she could 
expand on. “Kenneth and Rena love colours and 
they like refurbished furniture, and I thought, why 
not use that and go down memory lane with a 
nostalgic theme of Singapore in the eighties?” The 
couple were sold to the idea immediately. 

Ginnie presented the idea of two-toned walls in 
her design concept for the home, in part because 
the design held a personal and special meaning 
for her — they reminded the designer of her own 
childhood home back in the eighties. “My old house 
used to have two-toned walls. I was very young 
then, but if I remembered correctly, the walls were 
of blue and yellow,” she muses nostalgically.

Whatever the hues were, they certainly made 
enough of an impact on the designer, who recreated 
the look in the main communal area where the 
living and dining areas sit. A classic combination 
of dark grey and white was eventually chosen for 
the palette, serving as a fitting background for the 
strong colours and bold prints of the furnishings. 

Painting two different colours on a wall might 
seem a straightforward task, but it was no easy 
feat for Ginnie, who had never done anything like 
this before. “I combed through different magazines 
to get an idea of how others did it. But I always 
found that the proportions (of the two hues) were 


not exactly right. In order for the effect to look good, 
the furniture needed to lie below the dividing line 
between the two colours.” 

Sourcing for furniture with the right height thus 
proved to be another uphill battle. Besides looking 
out for pieces that Kenneth and Rena like, Ginnie, 
who went furniture shopping with the couple, also 
took into account the sizes and how they fitted in 
with the overall theme of Singapore in the eighties. 
The trio visited no less than eight furniture stores. 

The homeowners’ love for bright colours

created based on the influences of luxury 

brand Hermes. It wasn’t a coincidence, 
more like a shared interest in the French 
fashion brand between the homeowner, a banker 
in her early 30s, and her colleague. Robin had 
previously worked on the said colleague’s home 
and with that for her to take reference from; she 
decided to engage the design principal from Rob.

D efined as a piece of furniture that is cushioned 
with foam and covered in materials such 
as fabric or leather, upholstered furniture 
customarily includes springs and a wooden 
or steel frame as a base. Ever since its 
introduction to the world of furniture, upholstered furniture 
has always been about comfort, but they provide more 
than just cushy seats. When it comes to upholstered 
furniture — whether in the form of sofas, dining room 
chairs, armchairs, or ottomans — you are almost certain 
to get them in a design you want because of the endless 
choices of patterns, colours and style. 


Early upholstery was often associated with the upper 
class, and more commonly linked to beddings, wall 
hangings and cushions — what we term as soft furnishings 
today.

Shopping for upholstered furniture? 

Here are a few things to look out for: 

• I FOAM FILLING: the higher density of foam, 
the greater amount of polyurethane is used, 
which means less air in the filling thus 
providing better support and comfort. Test 
for high density by sitting on the cushion. 

If you can feel the bottom of the furniture, 
it usually means there is not enough filling. 

• I^RInIGS: not all upholstered furniture 
has springs. In some cases, high-density 
polyurethane filling with webbing is enough 
although the furniture might not be as 
durable. Springs should be bouncy and they 
should not hit the frame. They should also 
not make any noise when you sit or move 
about on your furniture. 

• |FRAME: frames of upholstered furniture 
are as important as what goes inside. A 
sturdy one generally means longer-lasting 
furniture. Opt for hardwoods and doweled 
frames as a general rule.

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Take note of the texture in your 
artwork.

Alternatively, go for collage 
or wall sculptures,” says Tolla Duke 
Sloane, curator and consultant at 
The Artling. At the other end of the 
spectrum, artworks with flat, smooth 
and blending techniques are best for 
quiet, minimalist interiors. 




What artworks are suited for the contemporary home? 
While it’s true that the type and texture of the artwork 
can help enhance the identity of the interior, art 
consultants agree that anything goes for contemporary 
homes. Whether you love the Impressionist style or 
abstract artworks, these pieces fit the contemporary 
home with ease. The trick is to use neutral framing. 

Avoid heavy, ornate framing as they distract attention 
from the artwork and even the interior decor. In addition 
to paintings, there are silk screens and photography 
prints to consider. These days, photography prints in 
limited edition are increasing in popularity among art 
collectors. Also consider sculptures, whether large, 
floor-standing pieces or small pieces for the tabletop. 
Sculptures are excellent for refreshing forgotten corners 
in the home. No matter the style, at the end of the day, 
the art comes first.

• Check your artworks periodically.
